It strengthens the weak points in or­ 
dinances that might have been pass­ 
ed by councilmen under the present 
council option law by dealing directly 
with the selling, furnishing and giving 
away of intoxicating liquors for bever­ 
s e purposes. 
It effectually reaches 
the beer wagons or saloons on wheels. 
The Dow law is amended so that regu­ 
lative ordinances may be passed by 
the council in saloon towns, controll­ 
ing the selling, furnishing and giving 
away of intoxicating liquors as a bev­ 
erage. The ordinances which they had 
authority to pass were ineffective. The 
new law increases the money fine and 
does away with the jury trial for the 
first offense. 
It prohibits the manu­ 
facturer from selling, furnishing and 
giving away intoxicating liquors 
for 
beverage purposes, except to bona fide 
retail liquor dealers and in wholesale 
quantities to persons residing outside 
the municipality. 
The enforcement of the law is made 
easier. It places additional restriction 
upon druggists who sell on prescrip­ 
tion, prohibits express business in liq­ 
uor in dry towns “C. O. D.’# Unless the 
sale is entirely completed at an out­ 
side point it cannot be sent to a pro­ 
hibitory town. It does away with club 
rooms and bottling houses and a score 
of other speakeasies that were opera­ 
ted under the ordinance. It gives the 
people a uniform law for municipali­ 
ties that cannot be tampered with by 
council. 
The affidavit for the arrest of violat­ 
ors is made simple and clear by a ape 
cial provision under the new law. Un 
der the ordinance it was a technical 
and very difficult thing to draw, and 
very many of the affidavits prepared 
by the mayors were declared insuffi­ 
cient before the case was concluded

It strengthens the weak points in or­ 
dinances that might have been pass­ 
ed by councilmen under the present 
council option law by dealing directly 
with the selling, furnishing and giving 
away of intoxicating liquors for bever­ 
age purposes. 
It effectually reaches 
The beer wagons or saloons on wheels. 
The I .tow law is amended so that regu­ 
lative ordinances may be passed by 
The council in saloon towns, controll­ 
ing the selling, furnishing and giving 
away of intoxicating liquors as a bev­ 
erage. The ordinances which they had 
authority to pass were ineffective. The 
new Yaw increases the money fine and 
does away with the jury trial for the 
first offense. 
It prohibits the manu­ 
facturer from selling, furnishing and 
giving away intoxicating liquors 
for 
beverage purposes, except to bona fide 
retail liquor dealers and in wholesale 
quantities to persons residing outside 
c the municipality. 
The enforcement of the law is made 
easier. It places additional restriction 
upon druggists who sell on prescrip­ 
tion, prohibits express business in liq- 
nor in dry towns “C. O. D.’# Unless the 
sale is entirely completed at an out­ 
side point it cannot be sent to a pro­ 
hibitory town. It does away with club 
rooms and bottling houses and a score 
of other speakeasies that were opera­ 
ted under the ordinance. It gives the 
people a uniform law for municipali­ 
ties that cannot be tampered with by 
council. 
The affidavit for the arrest of violat­ 
ors is made simple and clear by a spe­ 
cial provision under the new law. Un­ 
der the ordinance it was a technical 
and very difficult thing to draw, and 
very many of the affidavits prepared 
by the mayors were declared insuffi­ 
cient before the case was concluded 
and the officer was discouraged with

self of the feeling that every time I 
enter a car I am taking my life in my 
hands. 
There is no question that the 
load is a dangerous one. 
Some day 
there will be a disaster that will plunge 
the people of both cities in mourning 
and compel the railroad managers to 
take action to prevent its repetition. 
I think the time to act is now. 
“It is well known where the danger­ 
ous places are. They could be made 
safe against casualty by a very slight 
expenditure. 
How? Well, the danger 
lies in the cars getting off the track 
and plunging over the steep 
hanks. 
That is admitted. Now, if posts were 
ret on the lower side of the road at 
these danger spots, and strong wire 
strung from one post to the other, 
there would be no possibility of a car 
rolling over the embankment. 
Let 
them use the strong wire, known as 
guy wire, such as is used to hold tele­ 
graph and telephone poles in place. A 
few strands of such wire properly plae- 
ed. would be as goo das a bank of earth 
in holding back a car that should roil 
against it. provided the 
posts 
were 
placed thickly enough, and the whole 
properly secured. 
An expenditure of 
$300 or $400 along the line would ren­ 
der it impossible for a car to go over 
the hill. 
Some of the way trees could 
be used to tie the wires on. 
Why, the 
railroad company is liable to pay more 
damages for one broken leg than it 
would cost to provide the necessary 
means of safety suggested. 
“Another thing, the company loses 
business because of the public knowl­ 
edge that its road is unsafe. 
After a 
recent rain a large party of East Liv­ 
es pool people had planned to go to 
Wellsville to some entertainment. 
A 
prominent lady announced to the oth­ 
ers of the proposed party almost at the 
last moment: ’I cannot go. 
My hus­ 
band tells me I must not. 
He has been 
acquainted with railroads all his life. 
He tells me the road to Wellsville is 
unsafe.’ The lady did not go, nor did 
any of the party that had planned the 
trip to Wellsville. The railroad lost 


perhaps a hundred fares. 
That is only 
one instance. 
"lf any law could he brought to hear 
to make the railway company provide 
greater safety to its patrons, that law 
should he invoked. 
But. even without 
compulsion. It ought for its own inter 
ests to take steps to insure safety. Tile 
plan I have outlined would cost little 
and should be given a trial."

“A first class hurdler Is essentially an 
excellent sprinter and jum per. A man 
who cannot run the hundred in IO 1-5 
seconds will seldom beat IG seconds for 
the high hurdles. 
A hurdler should 
practice sprinting ‘starts’ the same as 
a sprinter, and a little high and broad j 
jum ping will develop his spring and 
make the obstacles easier to clear. 
“Running over the hurdles should be 
practiced until a man takes uncon­ 
sciously the right number of steps be­ 
tween the obstacles, So long as he has 
to count the steps he will be handicap­ 
ped in a race, and he should do no rac­ 
ing at all until he takes the proper 
number of steps naturally. The slight­ 
est uncertainty is liable to cause hesi­ 
tation aud the loss of the race.

“ A first class hurdler is essentially an 
excellent sprinter aud jum per. A man 
who cannot run the hundred in IO 1-5 
seconds will seldom beat IG seconds for 
the high burdies. 
A hurdler should 
practice sprinting ‘sta rts’ the same as 
a sprinter, and a little high and broad 
jum ping will develop bis spring and 
make the obstacles easier to clear. 
“ Running over the hurdles should be 
practiced until a m an takes uncon­ 
sciously the right num ber of steps be­ 
tween the obstacles. So long as he has 
to count the steps he will be handicap­ 
ped in a race, aud he should do no rac­ 
ing at all until he takes the proper 
number of steps naturally. The slight­ 
est uncertainty is liable to cause hesi­ 
tation aud the loss of the race. 
“Some athletes can hurdle with either 
leg, aud this is often a big advantage, 
especially when the path is wet and 
you slip or trip. I can hurdle with both 
legs, but I only practice clearing the 
bars with the left leg.

Enactment of His Taxation Bills 
Appears to Be As­ 
sured. 


LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE 


Sentiment as to Re districting— Legis­ 
lators Get Letters From Congress­ 
men Opposing Any Change In the 
Present Districts. 


\ 
Columbus, April 7.— (Special)—"Out 
of the fullness of the heart the mouth 
. 
speaketh.” It is no doubt in this that 
* 
the reason for the earnest protests be­ 
ing filed 
by 
members 
of congress 
against a change of any ch aracter be­ 
ing made in the present congressional 
districts, can be found. Almost with- 
* 
out exception the congressmen have 
either by person or by letter sent in 
these protests during the past week 
and the burden of all has been the 
same, "don't make any changes, but if 
A, 
you do, don’t change me.-’ 
If a cau­ 
cus had been held and this sentim ent 
agreed upon it could not have been 
more unanimous. 
Now the result of 
all this has been just what might be 
expected—a stregthening of the forces 
in favor of the 
Patterson 
bill and 
against a revision of districts. 
Last 
week there 
seemed 
no 
chance of 
changing any but the Twelfth (Colura- 
^ 
bus) district, and but little chance of 
changing that. This week hope of do- 
4 
ing anything has slipped away. Unless 
there be a revulsion of sentim ent w ith­ 
in the next few days the congress­ 
ional districts will remain as they are. 
The friends of a change in the Twelfth 
still remain unshaken in allegiance to 
the justice of their demands, however, 
and under the guidance of Represen­ 
tative Pam ita of Wood, are not dis­ 
posed to hang their harps on a willow 
tree and cry quits so long as there 
4s a fighting 
chance. 
The 
measure 
comes up as a special order of busi­ 
ness next Wernesday morning and the 
final vote will undoubtedly be taken 
on it at that time. 
When the result 
is announced the longest and perhaps 
' 
the bitterest contest of the present ses­ 
sion will have ended. 
It will proba­ 
bly leave its scars behind. Such fights 
always do. As the last effort of those 
who favor a change and are against 
tho Patterson bill, a conference was 
held at the Neil 
House, and 
the 
m atter was discussed long and some­ 
what loud. It was attended by Speaker 
’n McKinnon, 
Representatives 
Painter, 
** 
Guerin and ethel s. 
The m atter was 
gone over in detail and discussed in 
ail its phases past, present and future. 
As the result of this a petition is now 
being circulated to which it is hoped 
signers representing a majority of the 
house, will have been obtained by next 
Wednesday pledging themselves to a 
vote for such changes as may be pro­ 
posed. 
This represents the last hope 
of those who are opposed to leaving 
things as they are. 
It is a desperate 
chance holding out but little of prom­ 
ise. Yet it s worth the taking. 


% 
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Governor Nash and all those forces 
known as adm inistrative are urgently 
presaing upon the legislature the need 
of a change in the prim ary election 
laws of the state and that a change 
Is needed Republicans and Democrats 
alike agree. The only difference is the 
method by which the end sought to 
} 
be attained can best be brought about. 
Out of the discussion attending the 
m atter a bill has come drafted by 
Allen W. Thurm an and Judge Okey, 
both of Columbus, which seems to 
solve the difficulty and staggers one 
by its simplicity and plainness. 
In 
short the bill provides that all nomi­ 
nations for o/fice shall be made by 
prim ary system and that conventions 
except for state offices be done away 
with. 
The selection of men to stand 
as nominees is to be brought as closely 
to the people as possible. But the bill 
does more than this. 
It says that the 
prim aries of the different parties shall 
be beld on the same day and at the 
sam e bour, and that none but qualified 
electors shall be allowed to take part. 
The natural outcome of this measure. 
lf adopted, will be an abolition of con­ 
ventions entirely and the nomination 
•f all officials by the primary plan.

Governor Nash is a man much freer 
from care than he was a week ago. 
I 
Every one of his tax bills, about which 1 
he has talked by day and dreamed at ! 
night, has been reported back favora- I 
bly with minor amendments 
attach- ; 
ed, and on Thursday of next week they | 
will be enacted into laws. 
There are 
seven of these measures fitting into | 
one another as neatly as the cogs of a 
wheel. The first of these is the Willis 
bill placing a tax of one-tenth of one- 
per cent, upon the issued and paid up 
capital stock of domestic corporations. 
A slight amendment to this excludes 
from its provisions Ohio corporations 
that are now out of business but have 
not surrendered their charters. 
The 
next is the second Willis bill, another 
much discussed measure, putting a tax 
of one-tenth of one per cent, upon such 
proportion of the authorized capital 
stock of foreign corporations as is rep­ 
resented in Ohio. Then comes the Cole 
bill extending the provisions of the 
present excise law so as to include tel­ 
ephone. telegraph, express and inter­ 
urban railway companies and a.‘S ss- 
ing all I per cent of their gross earn­ 
ings. 
To this a very humble amend­ 
ment has been added simply making 
the secretary of state a member of 
the board to receive the returns from 
these institutions. The board now con­ 
sists of the auditor of state, treasurer 
of state and attorney general. 
Next 
in turn is the Harding measure which 
permits the holders of stock in an 
Ghio corporation to purchase stock 
in another state concern providing it 
is not that of the same character nor 
in sim ilar kind of business. There are 
two by Senator Longworth. 
One re­ 
moves from the stockholder of an in­ 
corporation who sells his holdings the 
unpleasant thought that he may there­ 
after be held for debts owed by the 
concern at the time of his retirement. 
His liability ceases with his going 
out. 
The other Longworth measure 
makes of the governor and secretary 
of state a board to remit penalties as­ 
sessed against foreign corporations for 
faildve to pay the initial lee required 
before being admitted to do business 
in the state. 
They are authorized to 
hear argum ents ami decide cases. The 
last of these is a resolution by Senator 
W irt proposing a constitutional amend­ 
ment classifying all taxable property 
and assessing a uniform tax upon all 
property in a certain class 
These in 
the main make up the elaborate taxa­ 
tion scheme of the governor. 
A few 
minor bills supplementing them are 
being drafted but they constitute only 
the stray straw s which are needed to 
make the stack complete. 
W ith the 
passage of the main seven the gover­ 
nor will feel his task done. How they 
are to work in effect remains to be 
seen. 
• • • 
Elated by their victory in the house 
—their rather easy victory in fact—the 
advocates of canal retention thought 
to win spurs so easily in the senate. 
Wherein they were fooled. Immediate­ 
ly after the Seiber bill had been adopt­ 
ed in the lower branch declaring it to 
be the policy of the state to keep the 
canals in use the measure was mes­ 
saged over to the senate. 
Noses had 
been counted arid it was thought there 
were sufficient votes to duplicate the 
action of the house. 
"But the best 
laid plank of men oft go wrong and 1 
this was an instanc e. When the meas­ 
ure came up for first reading a motion 
was made th at the rules be suspended 
and It be given a second reading, 'this 
was to be followed by a motion that 
it be read the third time and put on 
its immediate passage. 
The vote on 
the motion to read the second time 
was a distinct shock to its supporters. 
Instead of going through it was de­ 
feated and substantially defeated to. 
Now the backers are wondering wheth­ 
er their carefully laid plans are to be 
defeated and the senate refuse to con­ 
cur with the house. 
While they are 
kept busy watching this the opponents 
of the canals are busy working with 
the finance committee urging th at a 
limited—and a very limited—appropri­ 
ation be allowed for the maintenance 
of these waterways, lf ,the canals are 
m aintained and given sufficient money 
to keep up anything fordering on a re­ 
spectable appearance they will owe a 
debt of gratitude which can hardly be 
repaid. 
rn rn rn 
Much complaint has been received 
from members of the fire and police 
departm ents in those cities where they 
have pension funds against the m anner 
in which it has been proposed to raise 
money for the maintenance of these 
most worthy adjuncts. 
The first sug­ 
gestion was th at a portion of the Dow 
tax be converted into the fund, but 
both the police and firemen strenuously 
objection to this. 
In response to that 
the plan of using of a part of the 
money coming in from the tax placed 
upon insurance companies was urged 
as the proper method. 
But there was 
objection to this. 
An entirely agree­ 
able method has. however, now sug­ 
gested itself. 
A bill will be prepared 
levying a tax of four-tenths mills In 
all muncipalities where these funds 


now exist and authorizing such a tax 
in municipalities w'here they may later 
be created. This will raise an amount 
sufficient to meet every demand and 
be entirely agreeable to the members 
of both of these departments. 
• 
* 
• 
There was a somewhat unexpected 
action In the house Thursday when 
the Harding bill establishing a state 
board for the study of tuberculosis 
ond the care of afflicted patients was 
defeated in the house. 
It was done 
probably because of a failure of the 
members to appreciate the gravity of 
the situation or the importance of the 
measure. 
Indeed until one sees the 
statistics and knows the 
story it 
is 
hard to realize the number of people 
who yearly die from this disease, and 
who by proper care and treatm ent 
might be saved. 
The ultim ate object 
of the bill is to establish a state san­ 
itarium , where patients may receive 
the most proper care. 
An effort will 
be made to reconsider the measure, 
and it will undoubtedly be taken up 
again and this time passed and made 
into a law. 
• • • 
The effort to extend the term of Mr. 
Blackburn, state dairy and food com­ 
missioner, for eleven months, which 
received ready endorsement in 
the 
senate, is likely to fail In the house. 
There is a story undercurrent opposi­ 
tion to it. not because 
of 
feeling 
against the official, but through the 
dislike to establish a new custom and 
set the precedent of giving men more 
office than th at for which the people 
elected them. As a straw to show how 
the wind blows, the bill came up in 
the lower branch for its first reading 
and an effort was made to advance it 
on the calendar. It failed completely, 
and w* nt down under a protest of em­ 
phatic "noes.” 
This 
does 
not, of 
couse. presage with certainty tho ulti­ 
mate defeat of the hill, but it indicates 
the sentiment 
of the members, and 
shows how out of sympathy they are 
with such a move.

The microscoiH*, too, with 
Its revelations of the world of the in­ 
finitely small, tells us how crude, after 
nil, is this most delicate of the senses. 
Indeed, we may liken it to a piano 
where only a single octave, toward the 
middle, sounds. 
From the ultra violet 
to the lowest ranches of tile spectrum 
Is a range of some nine octaves of light 
vibrations, of which, save for our new 
mechanical senses, we should never 
have been conscious of but one. 
The ear hears little of w hat is going 
on around us. 
By means of a micro­ 
phone the tread of a fly sounds like tho 
tram p of cavalry. 
Our heat sense is 
very vague. 
We need a variation of 
at least one-fifth of a degree oil a ther­ 
mometer to realize any difference in 
temperature. 
Professor Langley’s lit­ 
tle bolometer will note the difference of 
a millionth of a degree. It la two hun­ 
dred thousand times as sensitive as our 
skin.—Carl Snyder In H arper’s Maga 
zinc.

There were fully 70,000 spectators 
at the game, while an immense crowd 
outside clamored for adm ittance.

ing unable to obtain this. the crowd 
broke 
some 
of 
the 
barriers 
and 
swarmed upon the field, whereupon 
the police charged and drove thir in 
traders back upon the terraces and 
seats, witn the result that the rail­ 
ings dividing the crowds were broken 
and the people were thrown o w 
each other. 
In the frantic struggle toward the 
exits the pressure toward the upper 
portion of the westerly terrace was so 
great that IOO feet of the highest 
part of the structure collapsed un­ 
der the weight of the crowd driven 
upon it, precipitating the mass of peo­ 
ple to the ground 60 feet below. 
Tly* 
injured were piled in heaps, wedged 
in with broken wood. 
A few persons 
were thrown down anil trampled upon 
in tryihg to escape from the crush 
when the police charged, but most of 
the victims sustained their injuries in 
the fall of the terrace.

250. 
Nearly 200 of the latter were so 
seriously hurt that they were taken 
to infirmaries 
for 
operations 
and 
treatment. 
One hundred and fifty ot 
them still remaiu in the infirmaries 
A large proportion of the injured had 
limbs broken, bodies 
crushed 
aud 
mangled, and heads and faces gashed 
Several more deaths undoubtedly will 
result from the most critical cases of 
fractured .ktills. 
Yesterday the infirmaries were be 
sieged by friends and relatives of the 
victims of the 
disaster, and heart 
rending scenes were witnessed when 
the names of those who died were 
posted outside the buildings. 
The action of 
the authorities at 
Ibrox park in averting a more general 
panic by permitting the game to pro­ 
ceed while they encouraged the im 
pression of the crowd within the en­ 
closure that the accident was not so 
direful, is generally commended. 
Th# 
incongruity of the 
yells of applause 
mingling with the groans of the strug 
gling sufferers will never be forgot­ 
ten by those who witnessed the scene. 
There were fully 70,000 spectators 
at the game, while an immense crowd 
outside clamored for admittance. 
Be­ 
ing unable to obtain this, the crowd 
broke 
some 
of 
the 
barriers 
and 
swarmed upon the field, whereupon 
the police charged and drove the in 
truders back upon the terraces and 
seats, witn the result that the rail­ 
ings dividing the crowds were broken 
aud the people were thrown over 
each other. 
In the frantic struggle toward the 
exits the pressure toward the upper 
portion of the westerly terrace was so 
great that IOO feet of the highest 
part of the structure* collapsed un­ 
der the weight of the crowd driven 
upon it, precipitating the mass of peo­ 
ple to the ground 60 feet below. 
Tty* 
injured were piled in heaps, wedged 
in with broken wood. 
A few persons 
were thrown down and trampled upon 
in tryihg to escape from the crush 
when the police charged, but most of 
the victims sustained their injuries la 
the fall of the terrace.

7.—T he g reat 
b attle over Cuban reciprocity, which 
created 
such a protracted struggle 
am ong th e Republicans, both in cau­ 
cus and in th e com m ittee on w ays 
and m eans, will be fought out on th e 
floor of th e house th is week. 
The 
ultim ate passage of th e Payne bill, 
providing for a 20 per cent reduction 
on the products of Cuba a fte r th e 
negotiation of 
a 
reciprocity 
trea ty 
and th e enactm ent of our im m igration 
law s by the republic of Cuba, is re­ 
garded as a foregone conclusion, but 
th e situation is a com plicafed one 
ow ing to the divisions am ong th e Dem* 
ocrats as well as 
the 
R epublicans. 
T he bill will be brought up on T ues­ 
day as a revenue bill. 
T he leaders 
on both sides estim ate th a t not m ore 
th an th ree days will be consum ed In 
general debate. 
T he C hinese exclusion bill, which 
will com e to a final vote today, will 
com m and practically every vote in the 
house. 
The expectations of the friends of 
tho C hinese exclusion bill is th a t its 
consideration by th e senate will he 
concluded by the m iddle of th e pres 
en t week, if not before. 
The Philip 
pine governm ent bill will he taken up 
im m ediately 
afterw ard. 
The 
Demo­ 
cratic m em bers of th e com m ittee on 
th e Philippines charge th at th e bill’s 
purpose is to perm it th e granting of 
franchises. 
They also object to the 
I continuance of the adm inistration of 
aft airs 
of 
th e archipelago w ithout 
m aking any provision looking to a 
form of self-governm ent for the Philip 
pine people. 
T he conference on th e oleom argar­ 
ine bill probably w ill take place d u r­ 
ing the week.

Spring's advent brings more sadness 
than joy to the quaint old Massachu­ 
setts town of Gloucester. 
It is then 
that the havoc wrought by wintry seas 
m ust be reckoned, and it is always 
great. 
While much of the wealth of 
the old Ashing town is drawn from the 
ocean, it pays heavy toll. 
Out of a 
population of less than (IO,(KIO more 
than a hundred men are drowned ev­ 
ery year on the Ashing banks—more 
than two a week. 
Rudyard Kipling in his story “Cap 
tains Courageous” describes a curious 
custom of the old fishing town. 
It is 
an annual memorial service for the 
fishermen lost a t sea. 
Early In spring 
a day Is set for this sad ceremony. 
Fam ilies and friends of the lost ones 
and many leading citizens assemble to 
pay their last tribute of respect to the 
memory of the dead. The services are 
simple—a prayer, a hymn, perhaps an 
appropriate poem la read; then, sad­ 
dest of all, comes the calling the roll 
of the dead. 
Each name is read out. 
the silence broken only by the voice of 
the reader and the sobs of the bereft. 
Ro the dread record of the year is 
chronicled, month by month, the date 
and manner of each disaster detailed. 
So far as known. Thus Gloucester re­ 
members its dead “toilers of tbs* sea.” 
Although great Improvements have 
been made In the last forty years In 
vessels and gear, the death rate has 
not been reduced. 
Tile vessels carry 
larger crews, make longer voyages, and 
the men take greater chances. 
The Georges banks take the heaviest 
tribute. 
After them follow the banks 
of Newfoundland. 
But Gloucester's 
dead lie In the cold seas of many other 
places. 
The fisheries of Greenland. 
Labrador .and even Ireland and Nor­ 
way have exacted toll from Glouces­ 
t e r hardy fishermen. 
The fishing schooners carry crews of 
from six to sixteen men. besides the

The other rebaits the hooks and 
drops them over again. In a rough sea 
this operation becomes very dangerous, 
for the weight of the sagging line is 
great, and many dories have been 
draw n completely under aa a big swell 
struck them. 
Every dory carries a tin horn for the 
purpose of signaling in case of fog 
The banks are directly in the steamer 
truck, and when the fog shuts down 
sotue one must keep constantly at the 
horn.

In the proper bringing up of a child 
♦Acre is nothing absolutely more im­ 
portant than this one thing—to teach 
It to eat slowly. 
Every groom knows and observes the 
rule in the care of a horse that rapid 
eating is fatal to digestion. There are 
all sorts of patent mangers to prevent 
the horse swallowing his oats too 
quickly. The man who has no patent 
manger knows enough, when neces­ 
sary, to put a stone In the manger, 
scattering tile oats around it, so that 
the horse may be compelled to eat 
slowly. 
If the horse’s inclination is 
to gulp down w ater too fast, the care­ 
ful man will put a big sponge in the 
water, compelling slow drinking. 
A child’s appetite, when he is al­ 
lowed to eat rapidly, is alw ays in ex­ 
cess of his actual needs unless the 
child is in bad health. The reason for 
this is extremely simple. 
The child 
craves food because bis body requires 
to m anufacture new tissue. 
He is 
growing, and he must not only replace 
the used up tissues th at his daily life 
destroys, but be m ust make new flesh, 
new mjuscles, new bone and new blood 
every day, adding weight and size. 
The sensation of hunger is not the 
craving of an empty stomach, satisfied 
as soon as the stomach is filled; it is a 
craving th at is felt by the nerves all 
over the body. 
This craving cannot 
possibly be satisfied until the stomach 
has begun the work of transform ing 
the food into blood, flesh, muscles, etc.; 
consequently the sensation which we 
call hunger persists long after the 
cliiid or grown person has rapidly ab­ 
sorbed as much food as It really needs. 
A million foolish parents urge their 
children to eat a great deal and always 
let them eat as much as they w ant to. 
Yet all of these know that a famished 
man taken off a wreck will eat himself 
to death if allowed to do so. The very 
hungry child goes to the same excess, 
only in a lesser degree. 
The great 
safeguard against th at excess iii eat 
ing, which kills OO per cent of men be 
fore their tim e and which accounts for 
OO per cent of children’s diseases, is 
slow eating. 
Nearly all children eat too rapidly. 
They do so by nature. 
Slow eating is 
a m atter of education. 
But too often 
the mother or tile nurse teaches the 
child the habit of eating fast. 
When 
the baby is little, it is foil one spoonful 
at a time. 
Before it bas time to half 
chew or even gulp down the first tea­ 
spoonful of food another is held to its 
lips. 
Of course it swallows w hat it 
has In its mouth and seizes upon the 
next mouthful. 
The habit thus incul­ 
cated by foolish adults often ruins the 
child permanently. 
Four factors count In the lien filly as 
sfinilation of food, factors which par 
eats and nurses should remember. As­ 
suming the food to be properly prepar­ 
ed, thoroughly cooked and wisely se­ 
lected, there comes, first, the work of 
the teeth, which prepare the food for 
easy digestion; second, the action of 
the saliva; with which the food must 
be thoroughly mixed in order to mini­ 
mize the necessary work of the gastric 
juices in the stomach; third, the work 
of the stomach itself; fourth, and most 
im portant, a proper supply of blood 
ami of lieut. 
Force your child to chew slowly and 
thoroughly every mouthful. 
If noth­ 
ing else will do, compel him at fre­ 
quent intervals to lay down his knife 
and fork that the importance of pro­ 
longed chewing may be impressed upon 
him. 
Don’t allow your child to gulp 
down w ater or any other liquid with 
his solid food. 
If you allow him to 
drink 
while he eats, 
the salivary 
glands will not a c t 
They will not 
need to act. for he will be able to swal 
low bis food easily when it is made 
moist by water. 
You can’t do anything to help along 
the unconscious process which goes 
on in the stomach, but you can do ev­ 
erything to help that process by a t­ 
tending to the fourth necessity, which 
demands blood and the heat of tho 
blood lo the stomach. 
Allow uo child 
after eating to take violent exercise. 
to study or even to read an exciting 
book. 
The brain has first call upon 
the service of the heart, and as soon 
os..tlie brain is excited the blood leaves 
the stomach and goes to the head. The 
muscles also when too violently ex­ 
erted draw the blood away from the 
stomach. 
It is absolutely impossible for a chilli 
or a grown person to digest properly 
or to get strength and vitality from 
w hat he eats unless for at least a half 
hour after eating the stomach be al­ 
lowed to monopolize the blood supply. 
Children should be kept quiet in 
some way, especially very young chil­ 
dren, after they have eaten. 
In the 
ease of very young babies nature at­ 
tends to this mercifully by making 
them go to sleep as soon as they have 
absorbed their milk. 
Older children 
ought not to go to sleep directly after 
eating for physiological reasons which 
may be explained at some other time; 
but they ought to be quiet and calm. 
Tens of thousands of children in homes 
where this newspaper is read are ruin­ 
ed in health by studying right after 
meals. 
The 
public 
school 
system 
which gives children too short a rest­ 
ing period in the middle of the day is 
responsible partly for this, and the 
borne studies at night are also respon­ 
sible. 
Every word that is said bere applier 
to grownup people, of whom not one 
iu a hundred has ever been taught to 
apply to himself such common sense 
care as is bestowed on a second class 
to n e .—New York Journal.

Spring’s advent brings mon* sadness 
IL nu joy to tin* quaint old Massachu­ 
setts town of Gloucester. 
It is then 
that the havoc wrought by wintry seas 
must be reckoned, and it is always 
great. 
While much of the wealth of 
the old fishing town is drawn from the 
ocean, it pays heavy toll. 
Oat of a 
population of less than JIO,(HJO nuns* 
than a hundred men are drowned ev­ 
ery year on the .tithing banks -more 
thnn two a week. 
Rudyard Kipling in ids story "Cap­ 
tain* Courageous" describes a curious 
custom of the old lishlng town. 
It is 
an annual memorial service for the 
fishermen lost at sea. Early In spring 
a day Is set for this sad ceremony. 
Families and friends of the lost ones 
and many lending citizens assemble to 
pay their last tribute of respect to the 
memory of the dead. The services are 
simple—a prayer, a hymn, perhaps an 
appropriate poem is rend; then, sad 
dest of ail. comes the culling tile roll 
of tho dead. 
Each name Is read out. 
the silence broken only by the voice of 
the reader and the sobs of the bereft. 
Ro the dread record of the year is 
chronicled, month by month, tile date 
and manner of each disaster detailed, 
so far as known. Thus Gloucester re 
members Its dead "toilers of the sea." 
Although grent improvements have 
been made In the last forty years in 
vessels and gear, tho death rate has 
not been reduced. 
The vessels carry 
larger crews, make longer voyages, and 
the men take greater chances. 
The Georges Im ilks take the heaviest 
tribute. 
After them follow the banks 
of Newfoundland. 
But Gloucester’s 
dead lie in the cold seas of many other 
places. 
Tho fisheries of Greenland, 
Labrador .and even Ireland and Nor­ 
way have exacted toll from Glouces­ 
ter’s hardy fishermen. 
The fishing schooners carry crews of 
from six to sixteen men. besides the

captain and cook, according to the size 
of the craft. On the deck of the vessel 
abaft the mainmast are the dories. 
These typical New 'England deep sea 
fishing boatR look clumsy, but are light 
to pull and excellent in a sea way. 
They have flut ing bows and sterns and 
are sharp at each cud. 
In trawl fishing, which is the method 
most commonly employed, hand lines 
being too slow and tedious, the dories 
are used for laying and taking up the 
trawl lines. 
These ruu from 1,500 to 
3,000 feet In length, with hooks tied a 
few feet apart. These lines are kept 
coiled in a tub and are paid out as the 
dory Is rowed along. One end is fas 
teued to a keg to serve as a buoy, so 
that It may be found again. An anchor 
la also attached that It may not drift 
away. 
When the trawls are to be lifted, two 
men attend to them. The Hue is hauled 
over the side by one and the fish taken 
off. The other rebaits the hooks and 
drops them over again. In a rough sea 
this operation becomes very dangerous, 
for the weight of the sagging line is 
great, and many dories have lx*on 
drawn completely under as a big swell 
struck them. 
Every dory carries a tin horn for the 
purpose of signaling In case of fog. 
The banks are directly in the steamer 
track, and when the fog shuts down 
seine one must keep constantly at the 
boro. Too often they are unheard by 
the men on tho steamships, and the 
towering prow 
smashes a 
fishing 
schooner ©r dory to bits and continues 
OU its way, while the passengers on 
-— 868x3 are not conscious that anything 
bas happened. 
One of the first smacks to be cut 
down by a steamship was the Glouces­ 
ter schooner Sevo. It wits run Into by 
the steamer Huntress in ISH!) aud sank 
at once. A I were lost except the cap­ 
tain and a boy. 
Since then there has 
been an appalling record of similar 
catastrophes. 
The worst disaster that has happen­ 
ed to the Gloucester fishing fleet in re­ 
cent years was unused by the grent 
gale of Aug. 24, 1S711, when uine ves­ 
sel* and 128 men were lost

There are 
nil mats of patent mangers to prevent 
the horse swallowing his oats to* 
quickly. The man who lins no patent 
manger knows enough, when neees 
B ary, to put a stone in the manger 
scattering the oats around it, so that 
the horse may be compelled to eat 
slowly. 
If the horse’s inclination is 
to gulp down water too fast, the care 
fill man will put a big sponge in the 
water, compelling slow drinking. 
A child's appetite, when he Is ai 
lowed to ent rapidly, is always in ex 
cess of bls nctunl needs unless the 
child is In had health. The reason for 
this is extremely simple. 
The child 
craves food because his body requires 
to manufacture new tissue, 
lie is 
growing, and he must not only replace 
the used up tissues that his daily life 
destroys, but lie must make new’ flesh 
new muscles, new bone and new blood 
every day, adding w’elght and size. 
The sensation of hunger is not the 
craving of an empty stomach, satisfied 
as soon as the stomach is filled; it is a 
craving that is felt by the nerves all 
over the body. 
This craving cannot 
possibly be satisfied until the stomach 
lins begun the work of transforming 
the food into blood, flesh, muscles, etc. 
consequently the sensation which we 
call hunger persists long after the 
child or grown person has rapidly ab 
sorbed as much food as It really needs 
A million foolish parents urge their 
children to ent a grent deal and always 
let them ent as much as they want to 
Yet all of these know that a famished 
man taken off a w’reck will eat himself 
to death if allowed to do so. The very 
hungry child goes to the same excess 
only in a lesser degree. 
The grent 
safeguard against that excess in eat 
Ing, which kills DO per cent of men he 
fore their time and which accounts for 
DO per cent of children’s diseases, is 
slow eating. 
Nearly nil children eat too rapidly 
They do so by nature. Slow’ eating is 
a matter of education. 
But too often 
the motlier or the nurse teaches tile 
child the habit of eating fast. 
When 
tile baby is little, it is fed one spoonful 
at a time. Before it has time to half 
chew’ or even gulp down the first tea 
spoonful of food another is held to its 
fills. 
Of course it swallow’s what it 
has in its mouth and seizes upon the 
next mouthful. The habit thus incul 
coted by foolish adults often ruins the 
child permanently. 
Four factors count in the healthy as 
similation of food, factors which par 
ents and nurses should remember. As 
smiling the food to be properly prepar­ 
ed. thoroughly cooked and wisely se 
looted, there comes, first, the work of 
the teeth, which prepare the food for 
easy digestion; second, the action of 
the saliva: with which the food must 
lie thoroughly mixed in order to mini 
mize the necessary work of the gastric 
juices in the stomach; third, the work 
of the stomach itself; fourth, and most 
important, a proper supply of blood 
and of heat. 
Force your child to chew’ slowly and 
thoroughly every mouthful. 
If noth­ 
ing else will do, compel him at fre­ 
quent intervals to lay down his knife 
and fork that the importance of pro­ 
longed chewing may be impressed upon 
him. 
Don’t allow’ your child to gulp 
down water or any other liquid with 
his solid food. 
If you allow’ him to 
drink while he eats, the salivary 
glands will not act. 
They will not 
need to act. for he W’ill be able to swal 
low his food easily when it is made 
moist by w’ater. 
You can’t do anything to help aion 
the unconscious process which goes 
on in the stomach, but you can do ev­ 
erything to help that process by at 
tending to the fourth necessity, which 
demands blood aud the heat of the 
blood in the stomach. Allow no child 
ofter eating to take violent exercise. 
to study or even to read an exciting 
book. 
The brain has first call upon 
the service of the heart, and as soon 
os the brain is excited the blood leaves 
the stomach aud goes to the head. The 
muscles also when too violently ex­ 
erted draw the blood away from the 
stomach. 
It is absolutely impossible for a child 
or a grown person to digest properly 
or to get strength and vitality from 
what he eats unless for at least a half 
hour after eating the stomach be al­ 
lowed to monopolize the blood supply. 
Children should be kept quiet in 
some way, especially very young chil­ 
dren, after they have eaten. 
In the 
ease of very young babies nature at­ 
tends to this mercifully by making 
them go to sleep as soon as they have 
absorbed their milk. 
Older children 
ought not to go to sleep directly after 
eating for physiological reasons which 
may be explained at some other time; 
but they ought to be quiet and calm. 
Tens of thousands of children in homes 
where this newspaper is read are ruin­ 
ed in health by studying right after 
meals. 
The 
public 
school 
system 
which gives children too short a rest­ 
ing period in the middle of the day is 
responsible partly for this, and the 
home studies at night are also respon­ 
sible. 
Every word that is said bore applies 
to grownup people, of whom not one 
in a hundred has ever beeu taught to 
apply to himself such common sense 
care as is bestowed on a second class 
terse.—New York Journal.

In t Bis lie was frequently mistaken, as in other 
tilings where lie supposed himself to be the original observer. However, ids 
own observation was alw ays as good to L im as a first class discovery, aud he 
made the most of it. A great part of his dm rui as a w riter is the naive sim­ 
plicity’ with which lie describes things as new that several other observer.! 
were already’ fam iliar with. But there are so many who have not obser\ed 
them and others still who would rather rend about them than get their lect 
wet in finding them that Thoreau will continue to lie the best naturalist for 
readers at home, for as next to going a-flshittg is to read l/.aak W alton so a 
pleasanter diversion than to follow in Tboieuu’s tracks through thick and thin 
Is to read how be made them and to hear him tell what he saw, even ii out* 
has seen it himself. 
In 1845. at the age of twenty-eight, he built for himself a hut on a piece of 
woodland owned by Emerson on the edge of W alden pond. 'I hero lie stayed us 
alone as his curious friends would permit for two years in order “to live delib­ 
erately and to front only the essential facts of life and transact some private 
business,” as be said—th at is, to w rite ids book entitled “A Week on the ( on- 
cord and Merrimac Rivers.*’ Incidentally lie also gathered material for “W al­ 
den,” the other volume which w as published in ins lifetime. After his death 
f, 
"coted other writings of his. am ounting to nine volumes more, but 
the first . 
•"'•idet8 as having the stump of Ids own approval 
and consent to publish, u t . 
Tile Week” is an account of such a boating 
excursion as any boy under fifty might be glad to make with brother or com­ 
rade on a stream winning past his home. 
Equally interesting is the account of his two years and two mouths’ stay 
in the shanty by the pond, where he also wrote tile Bulk of “W alden: or. Life 
In the Woods.” The entire book is the protest of a single man against what he 
considered the unnecessary’ and self imposed burdens of ordinary life. Even of 
his plain farm er townsmen he says: “How many a poor immortal soul have i 
met, well nigh crushed and smothered under its load, creeping down the road 
of life, pushing before it a barn 75 feet By 4o and HH) acres of laud, tillage, 
mowing, pasture and wood lot! It is a fool's life, as they will find when they 
get to tho end of it, if not before.” Accordingly he attem pts to show them how 
to live on 9 cents a day. 
Some have not failed to point out that lie did this By the direct or Indirect 
assistance of those very fellow men of whom he pretended to be independent. 
Others have suggested that if a man chooses to live like a woodchuck he runs 
the risk of becoming like th at animal in many respects. 
Probably the truth 
Is that if he has lived forty years of his lift* like other men two years of abo­ 
riginal existence will not greatly harm him if he can stand it, espec ially if he 
bas books for evening companions. 
After a chapter on economy and shelter he says. “Near tile end of March, 
1845, I borrowed an ax and w’ent down to the woods by M alden pond and be­ 
gan to cut some white pines for tim ber.” He adm its that it is hard to begin 
life without borrowing, but does not mention that the land on which he built 
waa borrowed as well as the ax aud tile pine trees. The boards were bought 
of an Irish laborer who had worked on tile railroad and was quitting his 
•banty. On the Fourth of July, by the assistance of neighbors a t a “raising,” 
be is able to declare his independence of society and begin his Robinson Cru­ 
soe life fully a mile from town. It was a good and safe place to descant upon 
the failures and foibles of communities since lie could reach the store and tin* 
postoffice by an easy walk. For tile church he professed to have no need, and 
it would not have known w hat to do with him fifty years ago. 
A chapter on 
architecture is suggested by his simple efforts in that direction, which had 
resulted in “a tight shingled and plastered house, ten feet wide aud fifteen 
feet long aud eight foot jiosts. with a garret and a 
closet, a large window on each side, two trap­ 
doors. one door at the end and a brick fireplace 
opposite,” at a total cost, exclusive of ids own 
labor, of $28.12Vs. Then follows the account of 
his daily fare at a cost of 27 cents a week, anoth­ 
er study in economics and dietetics which may be 
commended to persons having strong constitu­ 
tions aud a simple appetite. lib e he could devour 
in abundance ‘‘because he loved so well the 
philosophy of India,” but it m ust have been a 
Yankee taste th at helped Bim down “rye and In­ 
dian meal without yeast, potatoes, a very little 
salt pork, molasses, salt and my drink w ater.”

ubable that the epidemic of tran- 
scendent: I ; * '..sophy of which lie had an attack 
oreau. 
at ti e bottom of his hermit life, as it was of 
the Brook Farm community experiment a few miles away In Roxbury. 
From a 
few kindred spirits trying to live in unity it was but a step to a single bach­ 
elor’s attem pt to establish the new 
ngdom of separation all by himself. It 
r '.! ; *d to the absurd and the trium ph of 
. Hot Ii experim ents welt* failures, and a 
\.n followed. Thoreau had succeeded in 
o. two years not far from a country store 
all the expenses of living by working six 
weeks in a year, but his greater success was in telling of the incidental ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages. 
Even his first book did not add to ids income, 
nearly the whole edition being returned unsold. Upon this incident he wrote 
philosophically, “I have now a library of HOO volumes, 700 of which I wrote 
myself.” But his day of recognition came w ith the appreciative generation 
which followed his own. He bad taken great pains to say w hat he knew in a 
clear and entertaining manner. 
Much tim e was at his command. 
He was 
Industrious and patient. 
T hat was a part of one half. 
The other was the 
Indeterminable quantity of a native talent which does not always go with 
leisure and diligence and ambition. 
The chapter on “Reading” in this very 
book shows w hat the w riter of it thought of absorption and production. 
In 
that on "Sounds” another natural gift of observation is revealed, in "Solitude” 
the capacity to fraternize with nature iii all its manifestations. 
“There can 
be no very black melancholy to him who lives in the m idst of nature and has 
his senses still. 
While I enjoy the friendship of the seasons, I tru st nothing 
can make life a burden to me. 
I find it wholesome to be alone the greater 
part of the time. To be in company, even w ith the l>est. is s<K>n wearisome 
and dissipating. We are for«the most part more lonely when we go abroad 
among men than when we stay in our chambers. A man thinking or working 
is always alone, let him be where lie will. The really diligent student in one 
of the crowded hives of Cambridge college is as solitary as a dervish in the 
desert. We meet a t very short intervals, not having had time to acquire any 
new value for each other. We meet a t meals three times a day and give each 
other a taste of th a t old musty choi se that we are. 
Less frequency would 
suffice for all im portant and hearty < ,mmunications.” 
Apart from his theories of social life, which are half truths, there are 
views of animal and bird and elemental life which none will dispute and many 
enjoy. All his books are an education in those things which are near, but not 
always clear to the unobservant. 
They are not discerned because always 
visible. In a double sense the wood is not seen for the trees. It Is the unusual 
tree only that catches the eye. 
All the rest constitute the uniformity and blur 
of the forest. 
This maiffe business was to say, “Stop and see what you are stumbling 
over unheeded.” Above all, he calls attention to unsuspected relations between 
the higher and lower forms of nature, the sand leaves to' foliage and the leaf 
to the palm of the human hand, the hillside to the face. Spring is an unceas­ 
ing miracle of revival and growth, winter of sleep and rest and all the year a 
revelation. But in these obvious phenomena he finds unobserved byplay. 
"I 
heard the whooping of the ice in the cond, my great bedfellow, as if it were 
restless and would fain turn over. Sometimes I beard the foxes barking as if 
struggling for light and to be dogs and run freely iu the streets, for may there 
not be civilization going on among brutes as well as men?” It is this intimacy 
with the finer and more distant voices of nature which makes him its skilled 
Interpreter. He finds a sign i s the Indian discovers a trail by a broken twig. 


Why One Tax 
Is a Failure 


By EDWARD LAUTERBACH. New York Lawyer 


HE facility with which personalty can be removed 
either to another county or another state renders it 
a very unsatisfactory subject for taxation. 


I AM OPPOSED TO TAXATION OF PERSONAL 
PROPERTY FOR THE 
REASON THAT IT ENABLES 
THE VERY 
RICH TO 
EVADE THE PAYMENT OF 
THEIR JUST SHARE OF THE REVENUE OF THE CITY OR STATE 
IN WHICH THEY RESIDE, WHILE ESTATES AND LEGATEES AND 
THE COMPARATIVELY POOR MUST BEAR THE BURDEN. 
It is not only an easy matter for great capitalists to convert 
their holdings of personalty into government or city bonds, even 
though it be only temporarily, or other nontaxable assets, such as 
the stock of corporations, but they can with equal facility set up 
over against the enormous earnings in their business enterprises 
actual or even contingent debts, which so shrink their holdings as 
to make them 
practically untaxable. Or they 
can swear that their 
country homes 
in other states or even in other 
counties of the state 
are their actual legal residences and thus evade taxation. Recently 
in the settlement of a modest estate a widow was given by will a 
ten thousand dollar mortgage without the power of converting it 
into money. 
She has to pay her 2 per cent tax out of the 41/*> per 
cent the money earns, leaving her hut a trifle for her interest in 
the property. 
This is by no means an isolated case.

CURIOUS KOREAN CUSTOM. 


T he B a ttle of Stone* W h ich M arks 
II ca I ii i i i hic of New Y ear. 
One of the most curious customs in 
K< rcn marks tile advent of the new 
year. This is the battle with stones, 
participated in by inhabitants of Seoul. 
At a 8pot about a mile and a half out­ 
side the city walls, on tin* main road to 
the Hail river, the people assemble by 
thousands either as witnesses of or par­ 
ticipants in this truly rem arkable exhi­ 
bition of warlike good will. By previ­ 
ous arrangem ent piles of stones are iu 
readiness, all carefully selected and of 
a convenient size. 
W ithout previous selection of com­ 
batants the participants form them ­ 
selves into opposing armies, about the 
only qualification for service being ap­ 
par! idly the ability to hurl a stone at 
the advancing forces of tile enemy. At 
first the stone throwing is at long range 
and uninteresting, but as the throwing 
continues the forces draw nearer, and 
the fight waxes fast and furious, men 
being detailed to collect the stones into 
heaps again or fetch fresh ammunition 
for the firing line. 
Then the clash 
comes, the two bodies meet, fierce rush­ 
es are made, stones are discarded, and 
knives and clubs are freely used. The 
clash of weapons, tile screams of the 
combatants, tile surging mass of men. 
some being tram pled to death, now 
falling, now struggling to their feet, the 
blood flowing from numerous cuts—the 
whole goes to make a picture that de­ 
picts anything but the joy we attribute 
to the coming of a new year. The flglit 
is kept up until the clang of the great 
city Bell tells the com batants that it is 
time to return home. 
Perhaps the most singular feature 
of the celebration is th at during tile 
I rem aining eleven months of tile year 
the Korean is as am iable a person as 
can be found in any country, and by 
| some writers the average Korean is

However, ids 
own observation \\ as always as good to b im a s a first class discovery, and he 
made tin* moat of It. A great part of bis churm as a writer is the naive sim ­ 
plicity with which lie describes things as new that several other observers 
were already fam iliar with. But there are so ninny who have not observed 
them and others still who would rath er read about them than get their lect 
wet in finding them that Thoreau will continue to be tile best naturalist for 
readers at home, for as next to going a-fishing is to read I zn ak Walton so a 
pleasanter diversion than to follow iii Tho!calfs tracks through thick and ti in 
Is to read how lie made them and to hear him tell what he saw, even if one 
has seen it himself. 
In 1845, at the age of twenty-eight, he built for himself a hut on a piece of 
woodland owned by Emerson on the edge of Walden pond. There he stayed as 
alone as his curious friends would permit for two years in order “to live delib­ 
erately and to front only the essential facts of life and transact some private 
business,'’ as he said—that is, to w rite his book entitled “ A Week on the Con­ 
cord and Merrimac Rivers.” Incidentally lie also gathered m aterial for "W al­ 
den,” the other volume which was published in his lifetime. After ins death 
f, 
dented other writings of his. am ounting to nine volum es more, but 
the firsi v 
* * 
''••ders as having the stum p of his own approval 
and consent to publish. U t , 
The W eek” is an account of such a boating 
excursion as any boy under fifty m ight be glad to make with brother or com­ 
rade on a stream punning past his home. 
Equally interesting is the account of his two years and two moat lls* stay 
in the shanty by the pond, where he also wrote the bulk of “ W alden; or. Life 
In the Woods." T he entire book is the protest of a single man against w hat lie 
considered the unnecessary and self imposed burdens of ordinary life. Even of 
his plain farm er townsmen be says: “ How many a poor im m ortal soul Pavo i 
met, well nigh crushed and smothered tinder its load, creeping down the read 
of life, pushing before it a barn To feet by 40 and loo acres of laud, tillage, 
mowing, pasture and wood lot! It is a fool’s life, as they will find when they 
get to tho end of it, if not before.” Accordingly he attem pts to show them how­ 
to live on 9 cents a day. 
Some have not failed to point out that he did this by the direct or indirect 
assistance of those very fellow men of whom In* pretended to lie independent. 
Others have suggests! that if a man chooses to live like a woodchuck lie runs 
the risk of becoming like th at anim al in many respects. 
Probably the truth 
is th a t if lie has lived forty years of his life like other men tw o years of abo­ 
riginal existence will not greatly harm him if lie can stand it, especially if he 
bas books for evening companions. 
After a chapter on economy and shelter he says. “Near the end of March, 
1845, I borrowed an ax and w ent down to the woods by W alden pond and be­ 
gan to out some white pines for tim ber.” He adm its th a t it is hard to begin 
life without borrowing, but does not mention th at the land on which he built 
w as borrowed as well as the ax and the pine trees. The boards were bought 
of an Irish laborer who hail worked on the railroad and was quitting b ’s 
•banty. On the Fourth of July, by the assistance of neighbors a t a “raising,” 
he is able to declare his independence of society and begin Ins Robinson Cru­ 
soe life fully a mile from town. 
It was a good and safe place to descant upon 
the failures and foibles of communities since lie could reach the store and the 
postoffice by an easy walk. For tile church he professed to have no need, and 
it would not have known w hat to do with him fifty years ago. A chapter on 
architecture is suggested by his simple efforts in that direction, which had 
resulted in “a tight shingled and plastered house, ten feet wide aud fifteen 
feet long and eight foot i>osts, with a garret and a 
closet, a large window on each side, tw o trap­ 
doors. one door at the end and a brick fireplace 
opposite,” at a total cost, exclusive of Ids own 
labor, of $28.12%. Then follows the account of 
his daily fare a t a cost of 27 cents a week, anoth­ 
er study in economics and dietetics which may be 
commended to persons having strong constitu­ 
tions aud a simple appetite.

They are not discerned because always

tree only th at catches the eye. 
All the rest constitute the uniform ity arid blur 
of the forest. 
This maiPs business was to say, “Stop and see w hat you are stumbling 
over unheeded.” Above all, he calls attention to unsuspected relations between 
the higher and lower forms of nature, the sand leaves to' foliage and the leaf 
to the palm of the hum an hand, the hillside to the face.

Why One Tax 
Is a Failure

HE facility with which personalty can bu removed 
either to another county or another state renders it 
a very unsatisfactory subject for taxation.

setts town of Gloucester. 
It Is then 
that the havoc wrought by wintry seas 
must be reckoned, and it is always 
great. 
While inueh of the wealth of 
the old fishing town la drawn from the 
ocean, it pays heavy toll. 
Out of •• 
population of less than .'JO,(HK) roof* 
than a hundred men are drowned ev­ 
ery year on the fishing banks more 
than two a week. 
Rudyard Kipling in Ilia story “Cap 
tains Courageous” describe* a curious 
custom of the old fishing town. 
It is 
an annuul memorial service for the 
fishermen lost at sea. Early In spring 
a day is set for this sad ceremony. 
Families and friends of the lost ones 
and many leading citizens assemble to 
pay their last tribute of respect to tho 
memory of the dead. Tile services are 
simple a prayer, a hymn, perhaps an 
appropriate poem is read; then, sad 
dest of all, comes the catling the roll 
of the dead. 
Each name is read out. 
the silence broken only by the voice of 
the reader and the nobs of the bereft. 
Ro the dread record of tile year Is 
chronicled, month by month, tin* date 
and manner of each disaster detailed, 
so far as known. Thus Gloucester re 
members Its dead “tollers of the sea.” 
Although great Improvements have 
been made in the last forty years in 
vessels and gear, the death rate lins 
not been reduced. 
The vessels carry 
larger crews, make longer voyages, and 
the men lake greater chalices. 
The Georges banks take the heaviest 
tribute. 
After them follow the hanks 
of Newfoundland. 
But Gloucester’s 
dead Ile In tho cold seas of many other 
plnces. 
Tho fisheries of Greenland. 
Labrador .and even Ireland and Nor­ 
way have exacted toll from Glouces­ 
ter's hardy fishermen. 
The fishing schooners carry crews of 
from six to sixteen men. besides the

In the proper bringing up of a child 
tAere is nothing absolutely more im­ 
portant than this one thing -to tench 
It to eat slowly. 
Every groom knows and observes Hie 
rule in the care of a horse that rapid 
eating is fatal to digestion. There are 
all sorts of patent mangers to prevent 
the horse swallowing iii* oats too 
quickly. The man who lias no putout 
manger knows enough, when neces­ 
sary, to put a stone In the manger, 
scattering the oats around it, so that 
the horse may be compelled to eat 
slowly. 
If the horse's inclination is 
to gulp down water too fast, the care­ 
ful man will put a big sponge in the 
water, compelling slow drinking. 
A child’* appetite* when he is al­ 
lowed to eat rapidly, is always in ex- 
c s s of his actual needs unless the 
child is In bad health. The reason for 
this is extremely simple. 
The child 
craves food because his body requires 
to manufacture new tissue. 
Ile is 
growing, aud be must not only replace 
the used up tissues that his daily life 
destroys, but he must make new flesh, 
new mjiscles, new bone and new blood 
every day, adding weight and size. 
The sensation of hunger Is not the 
craving of an empty stomach* satisfied 
as soon sis the stomach Is filled; it is a 
craving that is felt by the nerves all 
over the body. 
This craving cannot 
possibly be satisfied until the stomach 
has begun the work of transforming 
the food into blood, flesh, muscles, etc.; 
consequently the sensation which we 
call hunger persists long after the 
child or grown person lins rapidly ab­ 
sorbed as much food as it really needs. 
A million foolish parents urge their 
children to eat a great deal and always 
let them eat as much as they want to. 
Yet ail of these know that a famished 
man taken off a wreck will eat himself 
to death if allowed to do so. The very 
hungry child goes to tile same excess* 
only in a lesser degree. 
The great 
safeguard against that excess iii eat­ 
ing, which kills po per cent of men be­ 
fore their time and which accounts for 
PO per cent of children's diseases, is 
slow eating. 
Nearly nil children eat too rapidly. 
They do so by nature. 
Slow eating is 
a matter of education. 
But too often 
the motlier or the nurse teaches the 
child the habit of cating fast. 
When 
the baby is little, it is fed one spoonful 
at a time. 
Before it bas time to half 
chew or even gulp down the first tea- 
spoonful of food another is held to Its 
lips, 
(if course it swallows what It 
has in its mouth and seizes upon the 
next mouthful. 
Tile habit tints incul­ 
cated by foolish adults often ruins the 
chili! permanently. 
Four factors count In the healthy as 
similntlon of food, factors which par­ 
ents and nurses should remember. As­ 
suming the food to be properly prepar­ 
ed, thoroughly cooked and wisely se­ 
lected, there comes, first, the work of 
the teeth, which prepare the food for 
easy digestion; second, the action of 
the saliva: with which the food must 
lie thoroughly mixed in order to mini­ 
mize tile necessary work of Hie gastric 
Juices in the stomach; tiiird, the work 
of tile stomach itself; fourth, and moat 
important, a proper supply of blood 
and of lieut. 
Force your child to chew slowly and 
thoroughly every mouthful. 
If noth­ 
ing else will do, compel him at fre 
quent intervals to lay down his k n ife 
and fork that the importance of pro­ 
longed chawing may be impressed upon 
bim. 
Don’t allow your child to gull) 
down water or any other liquid with 
his solid food. 
If you allow him to 
drink 
while lie eats, 
the salivary 
glands will not act. 
They will not 
need to net. for he will be utile to awat 
low his food easily when it is made 
moist by water. 
You can't do anything to help along 
the unconscious process which goes 
on in the stomach, hut you can do ev­ 
erything to help that process by a t­ 
tending to the fourth necessity, which 
demands blood aud the heat of the 
b l o o d Iii tile stomach. 
Allow uo child 
after eating to take violent exercise, 
to study or even to read an exciting 
book. 
The bruin has first call upon 
the service of the heart, und as soon 
bs the brain is excited the blood leaves 
Hie stomach aud goes to the head. Tim 
muscles also when too violently ex­ 
erted draw the blood away from the 
stomach. 
It is absolutely Impossible for a child 
or a growu person to digest pro|arly 
or to get strength and vitality from 
what he eats unless for at least a half 
hour after eating the stomach he al­ 
lowed to monopolize the blood supply. 
Children should be kept quiet in 
some way, especially very young chil­ 
dren, after they have eaten, 
in the 
rase of very young babies nature at­ 
tends to this mercifully by making 
them go to sleep as soon as they have 
absorbed their rnttk. 
Older children 
ought not to go to sleep directly after 
eating for physiological reasons which 
may be explained at wine other time; 
but they ought to tie quiet und calm. 
Tens of thousands of children in homes 
where this newspaper is read are ruin­ 
ed iii health by studying right after 
meals.

pleasanter diversion than to follow in Tboteuu’s tracks through thick and ti in 
Is to read how he made them and to hear him tell what he saw. even ii one 
bas seen it himself. 
in 1845, at the ago of twenty-eight, he built for himself a lint on n piece of 
woodland owned by Emerson on the edge of Walden pond. There he stayed as 
alone as his curious friends would permit for tw o years In order "to live delib­ 
erately and to front only tin* essential facts of life aud transact some private 
business," us he Mild—th at is. to w rite his book entitled "A Week on the < un­ 
cord and Merrimac Rivers,1** Incidentally he also gathered m aterial for "W al­ 
den." the other volume which was published In his lifetime. After his (lentil

* file Week is an account of such a boating 
excursion as any boy under fifty might be glad to make with brother or com­ 
rade on a stream running past his home. 
Squally interesting is the account of bls two years and two months' stay 
in the shanty by the pond, w here he also wrote tile bulk of “W alden; or. Life 
Iii the Woods.” The entire book is the protest of a single man against what la* 
considered the unnecessary and self imposed burdens of ordinary life. Even of 
his plain farm er townsmen he says; “ How many a poor immortal soul have I 
met, well nigh crushed aud smothered under its load, creeping down the r< ad 
of life, pushing before it a barn 75 feet by 4t> and Phi acres of laud, tillage, 
mowing, pasture and wood lot! It is a fool s life, as they will Hud when they 
get to tho end of it, if not before.” Accordingly he attem pts to show them bow 
to live on It cents a day. 
Some have not failed to point out that lie did this by tin* direct or Indirect 
assistance of those very fellow men of whom lie pretended to be i.depend' ut. 
Others have suggested thut lf a man chooses to live like a woodchuck he runs 
the risk of becoming like that animal in many resjM*cts. 
Probably the truth 
is tiiat If lie has lived forty years of his life like other men tw o years of abo­ 
riginal existence will not greatly harm him if he can stand it, especially if he 
bas books for evening companions. 
After a chapter on economy aud shelter he says, “Near the end of March, 
1845, I borrowed an ax and went down to the woods by M alden pond and be­ 
gan to cut some white pines for tim ber.” He adm its that it is hard to begin 
life without borrowing, but does not mention that the land on which he built 
wus borrowed as well as the ax and the pine trees. The boards were bought 
of an Irish laborer who 
had worked on the railroad and was quitting his 
shanty. On tile Fourth of July, by the assistance of neighbors at a “raising.” 
he is able to declare his independence of society and liegiu Ids Robinson Cru­ 
soe life fully a mile from town. It was a good and safe place to descant upon 
the failures and foibles of communities since lie could retch the store and the 
postoffice by an easy walk. For the church he professed to have no need, and 
it would not have known what to do with him fifty years ago. A chapter on 
architecture is suggested by his simple efforts in that direction, which had 
resulted in “a tight shingled and plastered house, ten fet t wide aud fifteen 
feet long aud eight foot jiosts, w ith a garret and a 
closet, a large window on each side, two trap­ 
doors. one door at the end and a brick fireplace 
opposite,” at a total cost, exclusive of his own 
labor, of $2H.12l*j. Then follows the account of 
his daily fare at a cost of 27 cents a week, anoth­ 
er study in economics and dietetics which may be 
commended to persons having strong constitu­ 
tions aud a simple a p a tite .
